Sbaikh Abu’i. Tazl was bom on 6th Muiarram, /)58, at 
Agra He vraa the son of the well-known mystic of Mahdawi 
Icamnga, Shaikh Mubarak, and the persecution to which hia 
father was subjected by the Ulamas contributed in no small 
degree toivards the hatred of religious mtoleranoe which 
characterized the young man Abu’l Fazl.was mtroduced to 
Court m 981 by his brother Fafn, whose poems had attracted 
the notice of Akbar The reception he received was so favour- 
able that ho soon gave up all thoughts of leading life of a' 
recluse, to which he had long been attracted He soon 
became the leader of a Court party which regarded with 
disfavour tho spiteful wranglmgs of orthodox divmcs, and 
at length promulgated tho view that the Emperor qyght to 
bo the supreme guide through the disputes of the Church as 
well as of tho State In Bajab 987 was issued the remarkable 
document by which the whole body of learned men and 
ecclesiastical lawyers bound themselves to submit to the 
Emperor’s wtU in matters of xcligion Ibis marked the 
triumph of the brothers Abu’l Fazl and Faizi, who from ' 
henceforth enjoyed the unstmted confidence ot Akbar In 
1000, Abu’l Fad was made a commander of two thousand 
hone, thus becoming ono of the great Amirs of the Court 
Four 5 ears later, Faizi died, 'to the abidmg gnef of his brother 
and of the Emperor In tho following j car, 1005-G, Abu’l 
Fazl had lus first experience of active service He was 
despatched to tho Deccan, where his honesty and loyalty 
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contrasted strongly r\hli tlio general spirit ol milltaiy 
istration in tknt quarter.

AUTHOR’S PREFACE. 


Vagc viu — [Alter Un& 24 the original text runs] — 

"It vronld be irrational lor me to speak about what is 
known : I should becomp tho laughing-atock of the wise. It 
is only of my knowledge of him, a predoua jewel, that I send 
to tho world’s market-place, and I am prond of my engage- 
ment m such an^undcrtaldng. But it could not be from self- 
praise that I have proposed to carry out so great an enterprise 
—a work which would be difficult even for angels ; for such 
a motive would reveal my inabibty and ehort^ghtedness. 
My one aim in writmg this work was first, to give those who 
are interested in this happy age an idea of the wisdom, great- 
ness and activity o! him who understands the smallest details 
ol things human and divine, striding as he does over fte field 
of knowledge; and secondly, to leave future generations a 
goodly heritage To discharge an obbgation is an adornment 
of life and a provision for death. . Some there may be in this 
world of self-seeking (where depositions are so varied, wishes 
so numerous, justice and guidance so infrequent) who will 
escape from the confused pcrpleadties of Knowing and Doing 
hy employing this source of wisdom.* With this aim I recount 
some of the regulations of the great king, leaving for far and 
near a code of rules. It is therefore necessary for me to deal

pit of destruction under the burden of sm and lust , the 
great market place of the world would lose its prosperity, 
and the entire earth would be ruined Some with cheer-

Foolish and shortsighted persons cannot distinguish a true 
monarch from a tyrant Not is this strange, for indeed each 
has a rich treasury, a numerous army, skilful servants, obedient 
subjects, biany wise men, and an abundance of means of 
enjoyment But those who can see more accurately discern 
a difference In the former case, these things are lasting, in 
the latter case they are bat transitory The first does not 
set hif’heart upon them, for his aim is to remove the means

disappointment Courage appears upon the scene 
His masterful firmness secures him the power of

book. The llahabharat, .trhich belongs to tlTe ancient books 
of Hindustan has also been translated from Hindi into Persian 
under the directions of.Iiki^iifTxhan, MauUna ’Abdul Qadir of 
Badaon, and Shadth SulUo of ^anesar. The book contains 
nearly 100,000 verses. The Emperor calls this ancient history 
the Book of the Wots. Similarly the learned, men translated 
into Persian the Bamayana, likewise a book of ancient Hindu* 
stan. which contains the life of Bam Chandra, hut is full o! 
interesting points of philosophy. IToji IbtaUim^f Slrhind 
translated into Persian tbe Atharban, which, according to tho 
Hindus, u one of the four Dtvme books. The Lilawati, which 
is one of the most eicellent works written by Indian matho- 
maticians on Arithmetic, lost its Hindu veil, nnd refoived a 
Persian dress from the hands of my elder brother, Shaikh 

At the Emperor’s command, Mukammal 
Khan of Gujtat translated into Petaian the Tajak, a famous 
work on Astronomy.

(11.) The Muster of Men. 

“ The bnainess which the Emperor gets through every day 
is most multifarious, and I shall only describe such affairs os 
continually recur. A large number of men are introduced on 
these days for which an Assembly of Espenditare has been 
announced. Their merits ore examined, the*coin of 
wisdom passes from hand to hand. Some take a burden fiom’ 
their hearts by expressing a-wfeh to be enrolled among tho 
members of the Divine Faith ; others want medicines for their 
diseases. Some pray the Emperor to remove a religious doubt ; 
^others again seek his advice for settling a worldly matter. 
Such requests ate iimumerable, and I shall confine myself 
to the most urgent cases. The salaries of a large number of 
men, from Turan and Iran, Turkey and Europe, ^^ustan and 
Kashmir, arc fixed by proper officem in the manner described 
below, and the men ace taken by the paymasters before the 
Emperor. Formerly it was the custom to come with a horse 
and accoutrements, but now only men appointed t^the post 
of Ahaii bring a horse. The salary as proposed by the officers 
who bring them is then increased or decreased. Generally 
it is increased, for the market of the Emperor’s liberality is 
never dull. The number of men brought before him depends 
on tho number of men available. On Monday are mustered 
all such horsemen as were left from the previous week. In 
order to increase the army and the zeal of tlie officers, the 
Emperor gives two dama for every horseman to the man who 
brings him.” 

In the same manner, several writcTs introduce such as are 
fit to be ahadis. The Emperor in this case always increases 
the stipulated salary. As it is not customary for ever^a/iait 
to buy his own horse, the Emperor has ordered that when an 
aftadi has recently died, his horses are to be brought to the 
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muster, and handed oucr to the ne<rl 7 -appomted aUia. 
Ibise horses ate either green as presents, or the price U charged 
against monthly aalaries .
